It is proposed^ impel the publi 
to register all letters contah. -uoney ami lu 
pay twenty cents for each regis.. on. Now in 
this country an immense business is done by 
small orders of from one to fire dollars each. 
In the book-publishing trade alone these or- 
ders amount to many millions in the year; 
and as the books thus purchased are invaria- 
bly sent by mail, the Postofflce Department 
has long drawn a considerable revenue from 
this source. Such orders for books, pamphlets 
newspapers, and periodicals do not avcrugi 
more than one dollar each. They come from 
persons living remote trow booK stores, who 
are in ibis way, by special arrangements ol 
publishers, enabled to get books at retail price, 
postage free. But if a man is forced to pay 
twenty cents for the privilege of ordering a 
dollar book or enclosing a dollar as subscrip- 
tion to a newspaper or magazine, this wil 
(top to a great extent this whole business. In- 
deed, even to make registration compulsory 
without additional payment would be poor 
policy, for many men will not be at the trou- 
ble necessary for this purpose. It is safe to 
say that if the provision in question should 
become a law, full half of the orders for book? 
will at once stop; and it is very doubtful il 
the government would receive, at the in- 
creased rates for compulsory registry, nearly 
the revenue it now. gets from this source. Thi> 
consists of three cents for each letter contain- 
ing an order, and one cent for every ounce ot 
books or other printed matter sent in return. 
While it is proposed to charge this registry fee 
of twenty cents the Postofflce Department if 
not liable for lost letters. This feature of the 
bill should therefore be stricken from the 
otherwise very excellent bill of Senator Col- 
' lamer. 

Rcnninu tub Blockade. — A letter published 
in the New York Commercial from the block- 
ade squadron off Charleston eihibin some of 
the many diffculties attending the blockade 
of the Southern port*. When all the circum- 
stances are considered, it is not surprising that 
fast steamers and even sailing vessels run the 
blockade of our Southern ports with compar- 
ative regularity. The vessels on the stations, 
especially those on the Atlantic coast, are, at 
this season of the year, compelled to lay off 
shore a sufficient distance to avoid the break- 
ers on the shoals, and at the same time have 
sufficient room to ride at anchor. Steam can- 
not be kept at its full height all the time, as 
its use is so unfrcquent as to render such a 
course impracticable; consequently the fires 
are banked, and, on an emergency, some 
minutes — perhaps half an hour — are necessary 
to get steam to the height for working the 
engine at full speed. Lying at such a distance 
from the shore a system of signals has to be 
arranged, which is somewhat complicated, 
and from the slightest cause liable to dis 
arrangement or to be misunderstood. The 
darkest nights are generally selected by the 
blockade runners on which to make their 
venture, and they are commanded by pilots so 
skilled in all the intricacies of the channel 
that even if discovered and chased they have 
a verT good chance of escaping to the protec- 
tion of the forts. 



Reft»K8.— The New Albany Ledger pays 
that several gentlemen, refugees from the op- 
pressions of rebel guerillas in southeastern 
Kentucky, arrived in that city on Saturday, 
on their way to the homes of friends in Indi- 
ana, there to remain until there is greater se- 
curity to the persons and property of I'nion 
citizens in that section of Kentucky. They 
state that the counties bordering on the upper 
Cumberland, and from Mill Spring through 
the mountains up to the Sandy, are infested 
with gangs fo bold and villainous guerillas, 
and that the sufferings of Union citizens in 
the localities named are almost beyond en- 
durance. 

Tan Third Kentucky Cavalrt. — The 
Nashville Union says this regiment, the rtsult

S. Jackson, is now in that city, en route for 
Hopkinsville, Ky., where they will operate for 
a while.

1 for one 
love my country too well to coimt the 
jost of her restoration, as long as the cost 
is not the destruction of the country we are 
perilling our lives to save, and I may say 
that I love my race and countrymen too 
well to ever wish to see them demoral- 
zed, depraved, and degraded by any sort 
of semblance of equality between the white 
man and the negro. Any equality ot this 
kind will result in the extermination of the 
negro race, or in the complete ruin of both 
races. I do not claim to be a prophet, and yet 

I feel that this proposition is truth, which the 
histoiy of the next hundred years will verify 
f certain propositions* now before the public 
are carried out. The precipice we are stand- 
ing upon is fearful; another step forward, and 
I fear we are lost. Will that "step be taken ? 
1 trust not, 1 pray not. For the love of heaven 
let us save ourselves while yet we can, let us 
lift up our voices against radicalism, and let 
as enlarge our armies and crush out rebellion, 
that we made ride sate through the fierce 
storm which now tosses the ship of State so 
wildly. Let u3 rally around our Constitution, 
and let us swear that we will not lay down 
our arms while a traitor remains who is op- 
posed to the restoration of the Union as it was, 
and the maintenance and preservation of the 
Constitution as it is.

[ get angry and say some things that tome 
people might not want to hear. 

Sitting in my tent yesterday evening and 
trying to coax a tune out of an old flute 
that's been around in these parts before, I was

But here I find myself violating one of my 
ixed principles of epistolary correspondence, 
which is to never use an obsolete word or 
make a quotation unless it is very appropos, 
ind not even then if I can possibly do the sub- 
ject justice without it; but this rule has an ex- 
cption, which is poetrv. I have to quote that, 
for the best reason in the world — Mr. Prentice 
says I can't write' it. 1 hope your much re- 
spected senior won't take the above allusion as 
a compliment, for I can assure him it is made 
in all due bitterness of spirit. 

I have often had oc casion to speak of the 
claims of Col. Sedgwick to a Brigadier-Gen- 
ral s position; his record is so clear and so 
•_'Ood that I cannot conceive why it is he is not 
promoted. Young and gallant, distinguished 
qion many a gory field, ardently attached to 
his country, what more does he need? or is it 
necessary for him to show a long line of polit- 
ical antecedents? This he could not do; he is 
young— quite young; yet Philip of Macedon 
was scarcely sixteen when he conquered the 
world, and in this war no Generals have dis- 
tinguished themselves except our young ones, 
with the exception of Buell, perhaps, who is 
still in the vigor ot manhood. 

I am glad to see that a few persons are be- 
coming alive to the necessity of discipline in 
the army. I am willing to join hands with 
any man who will use his influence to make 
our army what it ought to be — invincible. 
Your readers will recollect that in the fall of 

01 I stood solitary and alone, begging and 
pleading for a more striogent observance of 
discipline. From that time to the present I 
liave spared no effort to show the demoral- 
izing effect of slack government, and to prove 
that discipline insured safety at home and vic- 
tory in the field. 1, for one, would be glad to 
see every straggler who falls behind to avoid 
his duty shot down; and on the field of battle 
I would like to see every officer or soldier who 
retreats without orders or who leaves his post 

in any pretence whatever without proper au- 
thority shot without mercy ; and, in reality, 
the part of mercy would be to shoot all such 
men. The latest news I have heard is that 

'all is quiet on the pike.'' 

OLD SO LDIER.

The charge of disloyalty against the oppo- 
sition in the North and Border States is made 
-co frequently that we are compelled to go 
back to first principles and argue the right to 
ippose an Administration. At no former 
t in*- in the history of this Government has 
that right been questioned — but it i3 certainly 
questioned at the present time by the party in 
power which has leaped to its selfish conclu- 
sions without those easy gradations through 
which virtue usually sinks into vice. What 
was held to be a monstrous political her. sj 
but three years ago is now made the founda- 
tion of power. 

It was generally understood befere the re- 
bellion opened that free government consisted 
in the right of the people to express their will 
is to what constitutional policies should gov- 
ern them, and by whom those policies should 
lie applied to the affairs of the country. When 
such expression of will was made, those who 
•cubmitted without violence were loyal, those 
who forcibly resisted were disloyal; disloyally 
ind treason, if the former has any legal mean- 
ing at all, mustin thiscountry be synonymous; 
though a citizen be opposed in theory, not to 
an administration alone, but to the govern- 
ment itself, if he bears his proportion of its 
purdens he is loyal; and it is only when he 
refuses to bear its burdens, and therefore levies 
war, or is active in attempting its overthrow 
by giving aid and comfort to its enemies, that 
he becomes disloyal or traitorous. Patriot- 
ism and loyalty are too often confounded. To 
?o upon the field voluntarily and fight for one's 
country is in the highest degree patriotic; to 
refuse to go without conscription is in no de- 
gree disloyal. But the opposition in the loyal 
States is said to be disloyal not because it has 
levied war against the Government, for its 
members crowd the Union ranks; not be- 
cause it opposes our form of government, 
in theory, because the members who compose 
it are devoted to that form with the energy of 
adoration; but because, as its Dnrue implies in 
politics, it is an opposition to the administra- 
t"ion of the Government, in the policies which 
the party in power has adopted. The person 
who condemns such an opposition, condemns 
the Con3titution which permits it, whose gen- 
iua invites it, and whose violation necessitates 
it. In this modern view Henry Clay was a 
disloyalist v> ben he opposed the administra- 
tion ot Jackson, and Mr. Crittenden is his as- 
sociate in crime, because he is opposed to the 
administration of Lincoln. "But he country 
was not then in war." It will hardly be sup- 
posed that Mr. Corwin held himself to be dis- 
loyal when he opposed not only the policies 
of Mr. Polk, but the war with Mexico itself. 

If it is wrong to oppose the measures of the 
Executive when he violates the Constitution, 
of what use is the Constitution? If it is de- 
nied that he has violated the Constitution, of 
what use is the Supreme Court? If the Con- 
stitution is operative in peace but powerless in 
war, of what use is cither Judge or Legislator, 
whose existence spring from it, since a single 
mind can always conduct a war with greatest 
success. He who raises this absurd distinc- 
tion between the powers of the Constitution 
in peace and in war, would, to be consistent, 
carry his umbrella during months of sunshine, 
and cast it aside in the storm; would read bis 
Bible through life, but fling it away from his 
death-bed. 

This new doctrine of loyalty seems much 
like a lelflih one, and will certainly b* aban- 



doned, when the present administration is 
succeeded by another; but as long as it re- 
mains orthodox we might as well dispense 
with the farce of the billot-box, and give a 
lease of power determinable when universal 
peace shall begin. It would be foolish to de- 
fend these principles hail they not been at- 
tacked. Several threats have been formally 
and publicly made by officers holding high 
rank ia the Union army, that the military 
will be employed in punishing civil organiza 
tions; that, when the army shall leturn, men 
and public bodies doomed by its decre esball 
fall by its violence. When sentiments like these 
are held by those who have power for their ex- 
ecution, we have elements of matured tyranny 
Such sentiments are not more false than dan- 
gerous; not more dangerous than disgraceful; 
alike fit to adorn the heart of a nabob or to 
whet the knife of an assassin, they might be 
pardonable in the Empire of Turkey, where 
law gives no rights, but become shameful in 
a land that boasts of a constitution. Our fa- 
thers dreaded a standing army, and wisely 
placed its fate in the will of Congress. With 
such sentiments dominant, the history of our 
age might justify their fears and approve their 
wisdom. To say that all of the army enter- 
tains 6uch heresie3 is to slander its loy- 
alty as a whole. To say that more 
than one half of it does is to carry 
the slander into the lists of the Democracy 
and conservatives. Do those who make such 
threats suppose they can intimidate, with ibeir 
"blades bait drawn from their scabbards," the 
Democratic party of the loyal States? They 
might find, in beating that jungle for a deer, a 
tiger would leap to the combat. It is dod- 
senso to talk of such a course, without they 
want a book of horrors to which the present 
rebellion would be but a preface. It is in the 
last degree criminal to talk of it, for it is tri- 
fling with a dangerous instrument — an army. 

V\ hile the rebellion is assailed in the South, 
let liberty be preserved in the North.

Gentlemen: The reports of Gen. Hascall 
and Col. Wagner of the battle of Stone River 
having been published in violation of existing 
orders, I deem it my duty to myself and friends 
to make a public statement. 

I have read them with astonishment and 
sorrow. It is officially stated in these reports 
"that I was arrested before my regiment be- 
came engaged on the field at the battle of 
Stone River for intoxication, and sent to the 
rear, and when next heard from wa3 at Nash- 
ville claiming to be wounded and paroled." 

The facts are these: I had commenced 
moving my regiment at 8 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the 31st of December. I had changed 
position under orders nine times. About 12 
o'clock I received an order to move to a cer- 
tain position on the railroad, p.nd support the 
19th brigade (Hazen's) of General Palmer's 
division and Cox's battery. I obeyed the or- 
der. All these movements were made under 
a heavy fire of shell and round shot, and part 
of the time from musketry. Every time we 
halted, the men were kept lying close to the 
ground. At this point, while under a very 
heavy fire, I received an order to "retire 
slowly.' 1 

I began to retire my regiment, when Major 
General Palmer, whose division was on my 
immediate right, rode up, and, mistaking me 
for my brother, Col. Blake, of the 9th Indiana 
regiment (Palmer's division), ordered me to 
halt. Captain Cox, of the 10th Indiana bat- 
tery, also protested against my withdrawing, 
that he was out of ammunition and his battery- 
would be lost. Having been sent to General 
Palmer's support, and also to the support of 
Cox's battery, I took the responsibility and 
hailed and about-faced my regiment toward 
the enemy under a heavy fire. 

At this moment I was arrested without be- 
ing notified for what cause. 

I had been wounded in the arm some half 
hour before hut had kept the field, and at the 
moment of my arrest was injured by the 
bursting of a shell near my head and a fall 
from my horse, which for an hour had been 
extremely restive and unmanageable. 

I was taken to a hospital, my wounds 
lressed, and next morning, by order in writ- 
ingof Surgeon Phelps, Surgeon of General 
Crittenden s Corps, approved by Surgeon- 
General Weed, was sent to Nashville. At 
Lavergne the train was attacked by General 
Wheeler in force; the ambulance, which con- 
tained Lieut. Col. Neff, of my regiment and 
myself was captured. We were taken before 
Gen. Wheeler in the evening and bv him pa- 
roled, our parole being written by Major 
Prentice, by Gen. Wheeler s order. 

I was detained in the officers' hospital at 
Nashville by my wounds till the latter part of 
January, when, as soon as I could travel in 
an ambulance, I reported here to the Division 
Commander under arrest, and asked for a 
court of inquiry. This court will give its de- 
cision to the public. I was not intoxicated at 
the battle of Stone River. I leave the public 
to judge as to the motives which prompted 
such publications in official reports prior to a 
time when my wounds would allow me to 
answer to my arrest, and ask for investiga- 
tion. I have been nearly two years in this 
service with a devotion which I know has 
been sincere, and hope, when exchanged, to 
continue with all the energy I can bring to as- 
sist and sustain the struggle for our national-

A Romance of the War. — The Hartford 
Evening Press narrates the following curious 
incident, which it has from an officer in the 
20th Connecticut regiment: 

When the regiment first marched toward 
Dumfries in December, it halted for two or 
three hours close by a farm house, three miles 
south of the Occoquan River. Corporal Hal- 
sey J. Tibbals, of co. D, a member of the 
color guard, while gratifying his propensity 
for sight seeing with the rest, discovered what 
seemed to him familiar localities. He remem- 
bered that he was born in Virginia, and lived 
there till tli» age of eight, but had not any 
definite idea of the precise locality. He was 
soon satisfied, however, that he had found his 
birth place, and pointed out the grave of his 
grandfather.and the path leading to the spring 
which supplied the household with water. 

Inquiry of the occupants of the house cor- 
roborated his convictions, and brought out 
the fact that he was the sole surviving heir to 
the property, which still goes by the name of 
"the Tibbals farm. ' The property consists of 
over three hundred acres, and in New England 
would make a man independent, but Mr. Tib- 
bals declines to prosecute his claim, as he has 
a poor estimate of Southern property since the 
rebellion. He is also the rightful owner of 
one thousand acres in Texas, which fell to him 
by the death of a relative.

Incidents ok the Wak in Tennessee. — A 
Murfreesboro correspondent of the Nashville 
Union, a member of the 8th Kentucky, writes 
as follows: 

I was thinking every scene of the late trag- 
edy played by the armies of the Cumberland 
and Mississippi had been shown in some way 
or other; but there remains one, to which I 
was an eye-witness, that gives distinction to 
no particular character; yet, for its novelty 
(as such i3 genarally a constituent of tragedy), 
is somewhat interesting. On the 27th Decem- 
ber, our army arrived at Stewart's Creek, ten 
miles distant from Murfreesboro. The follow- 
ing day being Sabbalh, and our General being 
devout, nothing was done, except to cro6s a 
few companies on the left ns skirmishers, our 
right being watched by the enemy's, as well 
asours; botn extending along the creek on 
opposite sides. Despite of orders, our boys 
would occasionally shut an eye at the Confed- 
erates, who were ever ready to take the hint. 
This was kept up until evening, when the 
boys, finding they were effecting nothing at 
such long range, quit shooting, and colcluded 
they would "talk it out." When the follow- 
ing occurred: 

Federal (at the top of his voice) — Halloo! 
boys, what regiment'/ 

Confederate — Eighth Confederate. 

Fed. — Bully for you. 

Confed. — What's your regiment? 

Fed — Eighth and Twenty-first Kentucky. 

Confed. — All right. 

Fed. — Boys, have you got any whisky? 

Confed — Plenty of her. 

Fed. — How'll you trade for coffee? 

Confed. — Would like to accommodate you, 
but never drink it while the worm goes. 

Fed.— Let's meet at the creek and have a 
social chat. 

Confed — Will you shoot? 

Fed. — Upon the honor of a gentleman, not 
aman shall. Will you shool? 

Confed. — I give you as good assurance. 

Fed. — Enough said, come on. 

Confed. — Leave your arms. 

Fed. — I have left them. Do you leave 
yours ? 

Confed. — I do. 

Whereupon both parties started for the creek 
to a point agreed upon. Meeting almost si- 
multaneously, we (the Federals) weie, in a 
modulated tone, addressed in the usual un- 
ceremonious style of a soldier, by 

Confed.— Halloo, boys! how do you make 
it? 

Fed.— Oh I bully, bully I 
Confed. — This is rother an unexpected ar- 
mistice. 
Fed.— That's so. 

Coaled. — Boys what do you think of the 
Proclamation ? 

Fed. — We think it will suit a nigger and an 
abolitionist, but not gentlemen. 

Confed. — Now your heads are level. 

Fed. — Boys, ore you going to make a stand 
at Murfreesboro? 

Confed. — That is a leading question; not- 
withstanding, I will venture to say it will be 
the bloodiest ten miles you ever travelled. 

Thus the conversation went on for some 
time, until a Confederate Captain ( Miller, ol 
General Wheeler's cavalry^ came down, re- 
questing an exchange of papers. On being 
informed we had none, he said he would give 
us his anyhow, and, wrapping a stone in the 
paper, threw it across. Some compliments 
were passed, when the Captain suggested, as 
it was getting late, we had better quit the con- 
ference ;*w hereupon both parties, about twen- 
ty each, began to leave with, "Good-by, 
boys; if ever I meet you in battle I'll spare 
you." So we met and parted, not realizing 
we were enemies.

UNION CONVENTION. 

At a meeting of the Union members of the 
Legislature, in the House of Representatives, 
on Monday erening, Feb. 16th, 1863, on mo- 
tion, Hon. Joseph Underwood was called to the 
Chair, and John B. Bruner appointed Secre- 
tary. 

After a free and full consultation, it is rec 
oinmended to the Union Democracy of Ken- 
tucky that they assemble in convention, 
through their delegates, in the city of Louis 
ville, on the 18th day of March next, andnom 
inate suitable persons as candidates to fill the 
various State offices, to be chosen at the next 
August election. It is further recommended 
that the people meet, at some convenient time 
and place, in their respective counties, and ap- 
point delegates so represent them in the con- 
vention.

"We observe that some newspapers con 
found the conference of conservative Legisla 
tures proposed in the Legislature of Kentucky 
with the national convention of all the States 
proposed by the Legislature of Illinois. Thi.- 
lnistake is very inexcusable, as the two pro 
positions are not only not the same, but un 
like in every particular. The former contem- 
plates a mere conference for consultation on 
the part of the Legislatures that agree in their 
general views of public policy; the latter, a: 
we understand it, contemplates a national 
convention for proposing amendments to the 
constitution, called in conformity to the pro 
visions of the constitution itself. Two assem 
blages of men could not very well be more 
unlike than the two contemplated by the pro 
positions In question. The objection to th< 
latter proposition is that it is premature and 
impracticable. There is no valid objection U 
the former. 

Cossolidatiom of Reoimbnts. — Pres'ideo' 
Lincoln has nndoubtedly tound great difficul 
ty in resisting the many appeals which have 
been made to him for the promotion of officers 
who have distinguished themselves for gal- 
lantry and zeal in the Union armies. He has 
made appointments which we cannot approve 
and he has withheld promotion where it was 
more richly merited than bv those who have 
received the single or the double star as the 
insignia of military rank. The Senate, too, 
we have no doubt, exercised a wise discretion 
in returning to him his large list of appointees, 
with a request that he would diminish it to 
auit a standard which proper economy and the 
requirements of the service both demand. We 
regret that so much of the time of Congrei 
has been wasted ou impracticable schemes 
and debates on abstractions, instead of being 
devoted to that thorough and radical change 
in the management and organization of our 
armies in the field, which is so imperatively 
demanded by sound policy, and the necessity 
lor which is acknowledged by many distin 
guished officers, if this were effected, theevi. 
of an over supply of general officers would 
correct itself. Our armies are at present 
mostly made up of skeleton regiments, the 
outline of brigades, and the mere frame- 
work of divisions and cotps, all properly of- 
ficered, but weak and attenuated in the 
rank and file by sickness, discharges, and death 
Let us examine the real condition of things in 
two important particulars, the effect on mili 
tary efficiency and an estimate of the unnec 
essary expense incurred. A regiment of any 
arm of the service is an integer of a certain 
amount of military strength, and the confi- 
dence and courage of the men, and their en- 
durance under fire, very much depends upon 
the degree of ability they feel that their regi- 
ment, as a unit, possesses to resist an attack or 
carry a charge. Thus one thousand men 
in one regimental organization are well known 
to be of more real service than fifteen hundred 
divided up into regimental squads of from 
three hundred to five hundred each. This was 
thoroughly demonstrated in the Crimean war, 
where the full battalions of the French acted 
with confidence in their integral strength, and 
co-operated in such masses as to be irresistible, 
while the English regiments, two hundred and 
fifty strong, and brigades scarcely of the 
strength of full regiments, fighting as at Alma, 
Inkermann, and in the famous but unsuccessful 
charge upon the Redan, suffered more and were 
far less successful than their allies, though 
fighting with equal bravery and determination. 
This defect in the organization of the British 
army was very pointedly, though delicately' 
referred to by the Commanding General of the. 
French army in two of his reports to his own 
government. Numbers actirlg in concert are 
necessary to give confidence to the soldier un- 
der fire, and weak and attenuated regiment?, 
no matter how well supported in line of bat- 
tle, are very dangerous to the result, for the 
reason that the men much sooner become dis- 
couraged, and lose confidence in their ability 
— as regiments — to hold their point, and more 
perhaps from a natural desire, after suffering 
a certain degree of punishment from the ene- 
my's fire, that their supports and reserves 
should come in for their share of the danger, 
their lines are broken and battles lost. 

The next consideration, which involves an 
estimate of the unnecessary expense incurred, 
is well worthy of notice on the ground of 
economy. The salaries of the commissioned 
officers of one regiment of infantry amounts 
in the aggregate to over fifty-six thousand 
dollars a year, no matter how few men 
the regiment may contain. There is now 
paid tor officering a very large number 
of the so-called battalions of this army 
more than double what it costs in wages 
and subsistence for the squads of men com- 
prising them, and these are facts, while it is 
beyond dispute that as much is lost in effi- 
ciency as is needlessly squandered in money. 
From eight to ten millions of dollars per an- 
num might be saved to the Government by a 
judicious system of consolidation, and such a 
movement would raise the hopi j of the coun- 
try wonderfully. • 

We are aware that objections are urged to 
the plan of consolidation, but they are few 
and will not stand the test of scrutiny. There 
might occur a few instances of individual 
hardships to meritorious officers, which all 
would deplore, but the corresponding im- 
provement in the condition and discipline of 
the soldiers ought to reconcile every true pa- 
triot to any personal sacrifice. Our gallant 
brethren are not supposed to have taken their 
commissions for the mere pay which tbey af- 
ford, but to uphold the integrity of their Gov. 
eminent and the honor of their flag, and they 
will be delighted when the restoration of peace 
permits their return to the pursuits of civil 
life. The good they have accomplished will 
live after their retirement, and the hard-earned 
glories of old regiments would be no more 
ostor merged by consolidation than on a final 



disbandment at the close of the war. Jealousies 
could not exist where the consolidation was of 
regiments from the same State, and inefficient 
dissatisfied officers should be made to stand 
aside for the public gooJ, and give way to 
those whose hearts are inthecatise, and whose 
heads beat comprehend the rudiments, at least, 
of military knowledge. We should much pre- 
fortohavc all our regiments filled to their 
maximum standard by new enlistments, but, 
if that cannot be done, the morale of our army 
force can be maintained only by consolidating 
the fragmentary commands. 

Riiiil Destitution. — A rebel correspon- 
dence was lately captured ou board the Hun- 
tress. The letters gave a vivid picture of 
the distress existiug in the rebel Confederacy 
owing to the want of the necessaries of life. 
Messrs. Yernon 4 Co., Government contrac- 
tors at the rebel capital, say in a communica- 
tion to the rebel Secretary of War that the 
freight from Nassau to any Confederate port 
3 $500 per ton payable in advance and equal 
to $1,500 in Richmond. Of course this rate 
puts the importation on private account of ma- 
ny indispensable articles entirely out of the 
piestion, and Messrs. V. & Co. urge the rebel 
Government to undertake the business of run- 
ring the blockade on its own account. Prices 
are not less exorbitant. than freights. Salt, 
worth $7 30 per ton in Nassau, brings $1,700 
in Richmond; coffe* s $-10 per ton in Nassau 
— $3,500 in Richmond. Proposals for nitre 
were recently solicited from Great Britain at 90 
cents, and it is said there was small chance of 
ts being had even at that price. This shows 
that not only the common necessaries of life 
out even the common necessaries of war have 
almost entirely given out. 

It would be strange indeed if, under such 
circumstances, there were no disaffection iu 
the South. Men can have no stomachs for 
fight with nothing to eat and nothing to fight 
with. Many of the people of Northern Georgia 
are reported in that influential rebel organ, the 
Atlanta Confederacy, as at least on the verge 
of revolt. They resist the conscription by 
force of arras, utterly refusing to enter the rebel 
service and defying the rebel authorities. And 
we hear of important disaffectionr in Missis- 
sippi, Arknansas, Louisiana, and Texas. From 
iheso things we may readily form a rational 
conjecture as to what would have been, long 
ere now, the condition of the Southern Re- 
public, so-called, if the Federal authorities at 
Washington had pursued a wise, just, and con- 
servative course toward the South in the whole 
war. We have not a doubt, that, but for the 
ntroduction of the fierce, vindictive, destruc- 
tive spirit of abolitionism into the national 
councils, threatening the confiscation of South- 
rn property and the universal destruction of 
.Southern institutions, and thus enabling the 
.Southern leaders to inflame the great ma=s of 
the Southern people to the highest pitch of 
frenzy, the strong Union feeling, which existed 
throughout the South at the beginning of the 
.car and for many months afterwards, would 
with the aid of the Federal arms, have re 
stored the rebel Confederacy long ago to its 
dlegiance. 

Probably the Administration at Washing- 
ion, which, if not fanatical, is under fanatical 
influences, little dreams what vast injury it 
iiaa done by departing from its original policy

Nkw Phase of Rsbel Retaliation.— A 
<hort time after the commencement of the war, 
mr troops in Virginia captured Col. Richard 
Thomas Zarvona, wearing female clothes and 
mving no commission from the rebel Govern 
nent, though he had one under the Govern 
ment of Virginia. He attempted to pass him- 
-lelf off as a French lady, and there wa9 no 
loubt as to his being a spy. He has been kept 
in prison ever since instead of being tried and 
<hot as any Union man would have been by 
the rebels under similar circumstances. 

Gov. Letcher of Virginia, on the 2d of Jan 
nary last, wrote a long letter to President Lin 
•oln upon the subject. It was not answered 
tnd the Governor has transmitted it to the 
Legislature of Virginia, and it is now pub 
lished. He announces that, on the French 
ady's account, he has taken two Union of- 
iccrs, one of them a captain and the other a 
lieutenant, and 6ve private soldiers, all ot 
vliotu will be kept in solitary confinement 
he penitentiary until the "lady" is returned 
io Richmond. He states furthermore, that, in 
retaliation for the imprisonment of two Wcs 
Virginia guerillas, he has sent a Union captain 
tnd lieutenant to the penitentiary to be kept 
it hard labor till the guerillas are discharged. 
He furthermore says that he will bold as hos- 
tages two hundred other Union prisoners who 
have been taken by the State forces under 
General Floyd, aud that he will in every in- 
<Utnce retaliate for any improper treatment of 
citizens or soldiers of the State of Virginia. 

It is difficult to say what the Federal Gov- 
ernment ought to do, and impossible to say 
what it will do, under such circumstances. Of 
course 'tis otrtof the question that bushwhack- 
ers, guerillas, and men wandering about our 
camps in petticoats, under no authority from 
the Confederate Government, but under what 
is assumed to be State authority, should be 
treated as belligerents. It is quite enough for 
Lhe Government at Washington to recognize 
ihe authority given by the Government at 
Richmond without being required to recognize 
that conferred or pretended to have been con- 
iV rred by every rebel State Legislature acting 
without reeard to any power higher than it 
self. During the whole rebellion, the rebels 
have been hunting up and inventing pretexts 
someofthemofthe most absurd cbaracter.for in- 
flicting the severest punishment upon our cap- 
tured officers and soldiers. We cannot yield to 
these things forever. Forbearance has gone «s 
far as it ought to go. As we have already said, 
we do not know what measures our Govern- 
ment should take in view of the extraordinary 
action of Gov. Letcher, yet it is evident, either 
that there must be a fuller and more perfect 
understanding between the two Governments 
than now exists in regard to the treatment of 
prisoners, or ',hat exchanges and paroles will 
soon cea9e entirely, and all prisoners, Federal 
and rebel, be doomed to confinement and hard 
labor during the war. 

Rphseli, on Sanders.— Russell, of the Lon- 
don Times, thus notices George Sanders : 

Yesterday before dinner I drove out with 
Borne gentlemen and tho ladies of the family 
of Mr. George N. Sanders, once United States 
consul at Liverpool, now a doubtful man here, 
seeking someotfiee from the Government, nnd 
accused by a portion of the pres3 of being a 
Confederate spy— porcut de grege epicuri — but 
a learned pig Withal, and weatherwise, and 
mindful of the signs of the times, catching 
straws and whisking them upwards to detect 
the current. 

Russell has acquired the reputation of being 
no gentleman, and the best descriptive wrifcr 
living. We are bound to own that this sketoh 
of the man whose hospitality Russell enjoyed 
sustains his reputation in both particular*.

It has been well known for weeks to the 
military authorities that the counties of Ken- 
tucky bordering upon Virginia and North- 
western Tennessee have been ovenun by 
rebel cavalry, who have been robbing and 
carrying away into captivity the unprctee'ed 
loyal citizans of those regions of the State. 
We expressed the opinion fully a month ago 
that these bands were but the forerunners of 
larger bodies of troops, who meditated another 
invasion of our State, and the intelligent e 
which we received yesterday fully verifies the 
opinion which we expressed a month since. 

If the reports which have come to hand may 
be credited, and many of them arc from such 
high sources that we cannot doubt their truth, 
an army of from ten to fifteen thousand half- 
starved and halt-clad rebels, under command 
of Humphrey Marshall, Floyd, and I.ongstre t 
is on the borders of the Blucgrass Region, and 
is now threatening an immediate advance 
upon Lexington, Danvilie, and the State Cap- 
ital, and no doubt meditate a march upon Lou- 
isville. 

A despatch was received in this city abou'. 
Doon yesterday from Mr. Burnam, the mem- 
ber of the General Assembly for Madison 
county, to the effect that Richmond, the coun- 
ty seat of Madison, had been occupied by two 
thousand rebel cavalry, which was believed 
to be the advance of a much larger force. As 
there were but one hundred and eighty Fed- 
eral troops at Richmond, they did not attempt 
to make a stand against this formidable rebel 
force, but effected their escape. A large num- 
ber of the loyal citizens of Richmond and 
the surrounding country, had fled from their 
homes in anticipation of the arrival of the 
rebel troops, and many of the Union residents 
of Lexington had followed the example of 
their Richmond neighbors, and had sought 
safety in flight. 

By telegraph from Midway, last evening, 
wc learned that there was a force of seven 
hundred rebel cavalry at Nicbolasville yester- 
day morning, and that a portion of that force 
was expected to arrive at Midway some time 
last night. Of course it is the plan of this 
party to cut the Louisville and Frankfort and 
Frankfort and Lexington Railroad at some 
point near Midway, and we presume that that 
mischief will have been done by the time this 
paragraph shall have fallen under the eye of 
the reader. 

On Sunday last an indefinite number of 
rebel cavalry entered Somerset, Pulaski coun- 
ty, taking possession of the telegraph instru- 
ments, the operator himself narrowly escaping. 
The operator and the instruments in the office 
at Mt. Vernon, in Rockcastle county, had also 
been carried off by the rebels. Word was sent 
to Crab Orchard of the approach of the rebels 
upon that place, and many of the loyal citi- 
zens of the vicinity had abandoned their 
homes. 

The rumors which we have received as to 
numbers, movements, and designs of these 
rebels are so various and conflicting that we 
deem it imprudent to give currency to tbem 
all, choosing to await other developments. It 
is our belief that this last invasion is a formid- 
able one, and we trust our military authori- 
ties, to whose hands the peace and safety of 
the Commonwealth has been committed, are 
prepared for the emergency. 

A Transaction. — A short time ago a young 
gentleman beyond Bowling Green sent by the 
hands of an acquaintance a few hundred dol- 
lars of Tennessee, Georgia, and Alabama bank 
notes to be delivered to bis uncle, sojourning 
in this city, a true and devoted Union man. 
On the arriyal of the bearer at Bowling Green, 
the detectives took the whole of the money 
from him and professedly delivered it to Col. 
ManBon, but, when it came to be counted in 
the Colonel's presence, it was aliaut two hun- 
dred dollars short. What was left is retained 
at Bowling Green by the military authorities, 
who refuse to deliver it up. 

We will thank some one to inform the pub' 
lie whether there is any law or any military 
order against the bringing of the notes of 
Southern banks into the State of Kentucky.

He married in Washington City 
it ln2.->, ami shortly afterwards removed, with bin run- 
ort, to the then n<*w State of Illinois, where be con- 
iuued lo reside till \<*> t a period of more than tw.m- 
y-one years. 

His natural energy of character had here ample 
ield for its developement. He after a while entered 
upon political life, aud filled tbe important office of 
Mat'- S«-nat.>r for twelve yeurs. and that of Lieut. t*< ~" 
ernor for 4 years. In January, l*w, he removed to L< 

vine and spfiit the last l-' years of his life engaged 
..i commercial and banking business. Here he was 
generally and favorably known, and all who knew him 
lad reason to respect his clcar-headed sagacity iu 
business, as well as his sterling integrity, tew men 
were gifted with more lucid perception or sounuVr 
judgment. Alter a long illness, which he bore with 
great foititude, he calmly expired, universally regret 
ted aud lamented, on the morning of October IM, l-*-l 
While alisorbed by the business of the world in 
which he was so prominent au actor. Col. Dav idson, 
like many others similarly circumstanced, did not 
unfortunately, pay much attention to the all 1 imp«>r 
taut affairs of religion. Contenting himself with a 
rupulously moral external walk aud deportment 
md a general respei-t for religion: hut wheu stricken 
lown by the disease which ho soon perceived would 
terminate fatally, he determined to provide, so far 
art he was anle, «tth God s assistance, tor the Inter- 
ests of tbe great hen-after. Accordingly, ho sent 

Bishop Spuhling, of this city, under who* 
ministrations he was received into the Catholic 
church, after having made his solemn confession 
faith in this as the original and only true church of 
Christ, on whose verity he was willing to risk his 
eternal salvation. He had alwa)« been favoraidy im- 
pressed with the claims of the Catholic church. H 
received all the rites of tbe church with exemplary 
fervor, and a few hour* afterward-* sank into the arms 
of death, as into a gentle sleep. Tbe funeral service 
were pnrformed in the Cathedral by 
in presence of a large attendance 
mourning relatives. 

His devoted and grief-stricken widow survived him 
but little more than a year, having died at St. Loui 
on the 17th of February, l,ni3. Her maiden name was 
King. She waa tbe daughter of Lieutenant King, C 
S. Navy. Born in 1*>7, she, like her future husband 
was left an orpbau at the early age of eight years 
Hhe resided with her husband in Illinois for more 
than tweniy-one years, and though while there -;,*■ 
lived far away from any Catholic church, and had few 
if any neighbors of this faith, yet she clung b 
her religion with fond tenacity, and she put herseirt 
great iucouventeu* c iu order to enjoy its privileges in 
which she w-s alwny* kindly assisted by her husband. 
She sought above all thing-* to impress the paramc 
importance of religion upon her children, llir- 
whom survive her, the i blest Captain David 
of the Tenth Keutucky Reiinent. Her remain 
were brought to LousT.lle for interment, 
after the usual services in the Cathedral, in which 
Bishop Spalding preached, they were consigned 
sorrowing relatives and friends to their final resting 
place in the Catholic cemetery, by the side of h 
fam-med husband, whom she fondly hoped to meet 
heaven, wheie sorrow shall be no more aud friend, 
shall meet again never to part.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 
Galt Hoi se, Louisville, Feb. 23, 1863. 
There are now in the city, and have been 
for months, several gentlemen of Clarksville, 
Tennessee, with goods, bought for weeks mid 
months tor that market. These gentlemen 
are all of well known Union sentiments, *tnd 
most of them have been either imprisoned or 
have been refugees during tbe time ibis last 
autumn that the confederates held that pl-tce. 
The Collector of this port and also of Cincin- 
nati, under orders of the special agents of the 
Treasury Department, have heen, and are 
still refusing "permits'' to Clarksville, giving 
as a reason that Clarksville has not b* en offi- 
cially opened to trade — that they have uot 
beeu officially notified that Clarksville 
is being permanently held. Do they know 
that Nashville or even Washington City is 
permanently held? And yet while Clarks- 
ville is debarred from receiving goods — the 
town being strongly held by a man who is 
not a Rodney Mason — picketed so that not a 
bundle ol goods can go out without military 
permission, places immediately around, like 
Russellviile, Allensville, Keysburg, Trenton, 
Graysville, and others, where there is no 
force to see to smuggling, are allowed to im- 
port goods ad libitum. The men who want 
goods in Clarksville are men who would 
not let their good9 go into the Southern 
Confederacy, though they might thereby make 
fortune, and then were they ever so much 
disposed, the military there are vigilant to 
prevent any smuggling, while on the other 
hand the men in these outside places spoken 
of are (some of them at least) of questionable 
loyalty. Their only claims to Unionism being 
that at some time they have "taken the oa'.h ' 
under pressure, and are now "making it pay.'' 
I am happy lo say that Mr. Cotton, and Mr. 
Carson of Cincinnati agree with us that this 
is wrong, and that men who have suffered lo- 
the cause should be the reci» ients of favor, if 
any is to be shown, but they complain thai 
their hands are tied, and can only give us as- 
surances that "the specials are going to sit on 
the case soon." The utter injustice of this 
thing must be apparent to every one. If 
Clarksville is to be refused goods, let them be 
refused everywhere in that neighborhood, so 
that smuggling may be stopped.

Mkmphis, Feb. 19, via Cairo, 21. 

The latest Vicksburg advices are to the 17th. 
Matters about the fleet and camps remain quiet. 

The gunboat Indianola, which ran pasf 
Vickburg, did not receive a single shot. She 
had seventeen thousand bushels of coal, be- 
sides ammunition and provisions. The Ipdi- 
anola has gone to Rod River, where the rebels 
receive their supplies from Texas. Brilliant 
results are expected. 

The last boats up report no difficulty from 
batteries on the river banks. 

During last night the rebels on the Arkan- 
sas side managenl to scuttle and sink two 
barges filled with coal, lying at the landing 
opposite Memphis. The tow-boat Hercules 
had been previously burnt and sunk. 

This determined the authorities to destroy 
the village of Hopefield, opposite Memphis, 
known to be constantly filled with guerillas. 
The work of destruction commenced at noon. 
The steamer Mill Boy was sent over, bringing 
away the families and children, while the 
guniyoat Cricket shelled the woods beyond tho 
town. Stiortly after a house was set on fire, 
then house alter house caught, till the destruc- 
tion was complete, and Hopefield among the 
things that were.

A special from Memphis of Saturday brings 
advices from Vicksburg of the 18th, which 
state that active hostilities commenced that 
day. Mortar boats were towed into position 
above the city, and opened briskly, the effect 
unknown. Three Confederate flatteries re- 
sponded. 

Our position was soon found too exposed, 
and was changed, and the bombardment re- 
newed.
